De Gaulle fires His Torpedo 


Nations of Western Europe and Great 


Britain now must explore ether possible 
alignments for economic, political and mu- 
tual defense purposes now that President 
deGaulle of France has.torpedoed the Com- 
mon Market and poses grave threats to the 
future of NATO. 


There can be no vague hopes that some- 


how deGaulle may be persuaded to change 
his mind. He is an exceedingly 
vain and 


stubborn man. 
' 


This is the danger of one-man rule such 


as France now has. While he was chosen or- 
iginally by popular vote, he has built his 
mandate into an iron dictatorship and in 
France today it is deGaulle or else. And as 
with other dictators, he finds that to main- 
tain his power he must exploit jingoistic 
nationalism. 


DeGaulle's veto of Britain's entrance in- 


to the Common Market has critical conse- 
quences not only for Britain but for the 
other members of the European Commun- 
ity who haye now learned that working in 
partnership with France is a matter of bow- 
ing completely to deGaulle's will. Th^ese 
countries now must explore whether the 
Common Market can be successful without 
the cooperation of France. 


Help Was Appreciated 


Now that ultra-low temperatures have 


ceased—at least temporarily—it is time to 
pay tribute to many of the unsung heroes 
of the cold. 


Let's say a public thank-you to: 
—The service station attendants and 


garagemen who though harried by hun- 
dreds of calls, still managed to start most 
of the cars; 


—The Post-Crescent carrier boys who 


braved the numbing cold and still got the 
papers to the doorstep on time; 


—The drivers of fuel trucks who saw to 


it that Fox Cities furnaces were supplied; 


Great Britain on the other hand also 


faces critical economic decisions. Prime 
Minister Macmillan had staked his and his 
nation's future on Common Market partici- 
pation. For Britain to go it alone in competi- 
tion with the rest of Western Europe would 
demand a program of severe austerity. And 
there is doubt that much help could come 
from a program of increased cooperation 
within the Commonwealth. 


The United States must reevaluate its 


entire attitude toward Western Europe. De- 
Gaulle's decision will have serious conse- 
quences for both our economic and defense 
policies. Instead of being able to work with 
a unified alliance of the free nations, we 
face the problem of trying to piece to- 
gether some new alliance with Britain on 
the one hand, France on the other, and the 
rest of the European nations in the middle. 


It would be nice to forget that deGaulle 


acted as he did. It would be pleasant to 
speculate that his decision makes no sense 
and thus can be reversed. 


But we must face up to the fact that as 


long as deGaulle rules France we are'deal- 
ing with a haughty demagogue, and we'll 
have to make our plans accordingly. At 
least we now know exactly where France 
stands. 


—The furnace repairmen who came out 


at midnight to see that the family had heat; 


—The plumbers who thawed out thou- 


sands of frozen pipes; 


—The helpful neighbors who gave your 


car a push when it wouldn't start or who 
gave you a ride to work; 


:—The mailmen who braved the nose- 


freezing temperatures and saw to it that 
the mail went through. 


To all of these unsung heroes—and to 


others we may have overlooked—a hearty 
thank you. And let's all hope the worst of 
winter is over. 


A State Police Bureau? 


The demand of Gov. Reynolds for the 


creation of a state bureau of criminal'in- 
vestigation may be worthy of support—de- 
pending, upon developments that have yet 
to unfold. 


The governor repeats, solemnly and 


firmly, that he is convinced of the exist- 
ence of a pattern of organized or syndicate 
criminal activity in Wisconsin, but when 
he is asked for the particulars, he declines 
elaboration. 


Quite obviously he is speaking on the 


basis of information acquired in the Mil- 
waukee John Doe investigation which he 
instigated many months ago and which now 
apparently will produce some ^indictments 
reasonably soon, or he wants the public to 
believe that he has such information and 
that it is sufficient to warrant this sig- 
nificant readjustment of the law enforce- 
ment responsibilities of the several govern- 
ments in Wisconsin. 


No one will be prepared to say now 


what the merit in such a plan might be. 
We are reasonably certain, that Mr. Rey- 
nolds knows something, and that.it has 
alarmed him. As a lawyer and former pros- 
ecutor, he is fully aware of the perils of 
premature disclosure in such cases. As a 


politician, however, he ought not to be sur- 
prised if the legislature, and the people 
of Wisconsin, withhold judgment on his 
proposition for the creation of a full-fledg- 
ed state police investigation agency. 


On the face of it, moreover, the details 


as he has offered them are not persuasive. 
Perhaps with an eye upon the economy- 
.conscious legislature, he says such an agen- 
cy could start work with a professional di- 
rector and four assistants, for a staff of 
five. But if there is really a serious pat- 
tern of underworld activity in this state, 
will five additional investigators bp effec- 
tive? The Milwaukee police department and 
its related services, including the biggest 
staff of prosecutors in Wisconsin, has a 
couple of thousands of men, we would esti- 
mate, and according to Mr. Reynolds' own 
declaration, they are not able to combat 
the wily criminal elements that have in- 
vaded Wisconsin in all instances. 


Let us await the indictments that are 


apparently on the way in the Milwaukee 
John Doe inquiry, and their results, as well 
as the Federal Bureau of Investigation in- 
quiry on the suspected Kenosha gangland 
killing that so obviously worries the gov- 
ernor. 


The Arab Refugees Multiply 


When the United Nations Relief and 


Works Agency for Palestine Refugees was 
organized 14 years ago, it was conceived as 
a temporary organization to feed the Arab 
refugees from Israel for a few months un- 
til they could be assimilated into the vari- 
ous Arab nations. But the UNRWA was ex- 
tended for the fourth time in December 
and is now prolonged until June, 1965. The 
probability is that its tenure will again be 
extended then. 


There are more than 1,200,000 refu- 


gees who come under the supervision of the 
UNRWA, far more than the original num- 
ber. Living in Jordan, the Gaza Strip, Le- 
banon and Syria, they receive food from 
the UNRWA totalling 1500 calories per per- 
eon per. day with extra supplements for 


1 children, nursing and 
pregnant 
mothers 


and the ill. The increase in numbers has not 
come from more Arabs fleeing Israel but 
from natural reproduction among those al- 
ready being fed. In a purely practical sense 
the UNRWA is extending itself by creating 
the conditions which make for more chil- 
dren. 


There is no indication that 14 years of 


negotiation between Israel and the Arab 
countries over the refugee problem has 
made any progress at all. It can be argued 
by those who think the U.N. ought to pack 
up its tents and steal away that the pres- 
ence of the U.N. Emergency Force in the 
Gaza Strip gives both Israel and the Arabs 
ar. excuse to rattle sabers and avoid a 
peaceful settlement. It can also be argued 


that the feeding of the refugees makes it 
possible for the Arab countries especially 
to avoid assimilating the refugees and to 
use them as a weapon in an effort to get 
something from Israel. 


But these arguments evade the moral 


principle thai.;the innocent should not suf- 
fer for the evils of their elders. 'Certainly 
the UNRWA's work among the refugees is 
compassionate and merciful.. But of greater 
importance in the long run for the benefit 
of the refugees than handing out powdered 
milk and cod liver oil is the growing effort 
to teach the maturing members of the vari- 
ous colonies something. A major part of 
the budget of the- UNRWA now is going 
toward vocational training for the refugees 
so that they can leave and earn their own 
ways. 


Visitors to the refugee camps report 


that the inhabitants live miserable lives and 
we need not fear that they are being pam- 
pered. And yet the very fact that they are 
being supported by an international agency 
and being used as pawns by warring gov- 
ernments contributes to human degrada- 
tion. 
- The UNRWA is supported entirely by 
voluntary contributions of U.N. member 
governments with the biggest slice coming 
of course from the United States. We do not 
advise that the UNRWA should be summar- 
ily abandoned. But we would like to see 
more and more of its budget going toward 
an effective means of disbanding the refu- 
gee groups and pressuring them into be- 
coming self-supporting.

THE STRUCTURE 


The Reynolds commission, if 


it is set up, would study the 
structure as well as the func- 
tions of local governments. 


There is need for such a study, 


if it can be done in objective 
terms—something that remains 
to be shown. A good deal of the 
criticism of local government 
that has been heard lately is the 
reflex kind, by professional crit- 
ics whose credentials and pur- 
poses are not always above chal- 
lenge.

Wilder says: 


"An artist is one who knows 


hnw life should l*j lived at its 
best and is always aware of how 
'badly he is doing it. An artist 


is one who knows he is failing in 
living and feeds his remorse by 
making .something fair, and a 
layman is gne who suspects he 
is failing in living but is con- 
soled by his success in golf, in 
love, or in business." 


It is the degree of talent, of 


course, that determines how 
much of an artist one really is. 
But it is the inability to be con- 
Holed by other forms of endeavor 
that sharply distinguishes the 
?rtJst from the layman. If he 


cannot be, he wants to make 
rather than to have. 


Most of us fail at living, he- 


cause most of us fall far short 
of being what humans ought to 
be. The artist not only knows 
this, but he refuses to accept 
substitutes in the way of pos- 
sessions. This is not to say that 
he 
does 
not enjoy 
posses- 


sions but they do not 
satisfy 


him. 
He cannot delude liimelf 


that they compensate for his 
failure at living or his failure 
.in making "something fair." 


A friend ol mine, many years 


ago, showed great promise as a 
poet. But he listened to the siren, 
song of Hollywood, and moved 
there, soon acquiring a vast in- 
come, along with the appropri-. 
ate swimming - pool, psychoan- 
alyst 
and ex-wife-who-was-an- 


actress. When I saw him, a film 
he had written had just won an 
Academy Award. 


But he was miserable because 


a book of poems he had just 
published had been panned in an 
obscure, literary journal not read 
by more than a few thousand 
people. His commercial success 
might have consoled him for his 
failure in his personal life; it 
could not console him for his 
deterioration as a poet, as a 
maker. 


One reason that civilization 


has always valued the arts is 
this prickly conscience 
of the' 


artist, v.'hich gives him no rest 
unless he is working, and work 
ing at his highest pitch, not to 
possess something but to distrib- 
ute it, not to collect or amass 
but to scatter for all people and 
for all times. He pays with art 
for his deficiencies in life.
